water,

power

with private parties for a supply of 
electricity, until something definite 
could be learned as to what Judge 
Cooper, owner of the plant, intended 
doing; but now it seems th at the mat- 
t( i is in such an unsatisfactory con­ 
dition the citizens must look else­ 
where for relief. 
And, in this connec­ 
tion, the Messenger will state that 
with A little more delay Judge Coop­ 
e r ’s electric light plan t will not have 
sufficient claim upon Decatur patron­ 
age to operate a plant, and-then his 
property becomes absolutely value­ 
less. 
The citizens of this town have 
waited patiently for the plant to be 
overhauled and put in shape, but up 
to the present nothing is in sight that 
promises any service for our people. 
The m erchants c a n ’t be expected to 
wait and wait for Judge Cooper and 
the city to come to an agreement re­ 
g arding the lights, so they are com­ 
pelled to get service from whatever 
source they can. 
It is bad, indeed, that a town the 
size of Decatur, with its splendid big 
city environm ents, etc., should at 
this time be 
deprived of 
electric 
lights, hut such is the case, and i 
seems to us that Mr. Cooper is to 
awake some of these fine m ornings 
and discover that all value of his 
electric light property has dwindled 
to nothing. 
This week gas ^ g h ts 
were installed in the court house, 
where electric lights were used be­

good) and leave to sour or ferment, wffiich will take from 12 to 48 
hours according to the weather and other conditions; then feed from 
these alternately, using the contents of one wdiile that of the other is 
left to sour. 


A good growing ration may be based on one pound of dry mixture 
per hundred of live weight. 
For quick fattening this may be doubled, 
quadrupled or even more largely increased. 
Indeed, the Texas ex­ 
periment station fed as much as seven and one-lialf pounds per day to 
one hundred and fifty pound hogs, though this is extreme and un-eco- 
nomical, if not positively dangerous. 


When ready to feed add fresh wTater to the feeding ration suffi­ 
cient to bring to a thin slop, about the consistency of sweet milk, and 
give the hogs all they will clean up. 


All hogs eat it greedily and all thrive on it, from the lordly head 
of the herd to the tiniest grunter. 
But for piggy or for suckling sows 
it is especially valuable, giving to the pigs, both before and after 
farrowing, a growth and vigor attainable with no other feed on earth.

Alleged Slayers of B. Motley Decide to 
Come in and Answer Charge 


The Huddleston/brothers, Am and 
Boy, charged with tho killing- of lien 
Motley near l/qnrk Spring* on the 
night of the Kith of September, and 
for whose capture a n d conviction 
Governor Colquitt- offered a reward 
of $200, arrived in town Saturday 
evening in company with Sheriff Sam 
Faith and Bon. Frank J. Ford, the 
latter gentleman having b e e n em­ 
ployed to assist in the defense of the 
young men. We learn that word was 
brought the sheriffs department that 
the Huddleston boys were ready to 
surrender, and would do so if Sheriff 
Faith would come after them. This 
word came Saturday morning, and 
immediately the ottlcjer and Mr. Ford 
went to the town of Sunset, and leav­ 
ing Mr. Ford there the officer met the 
Huddleston boys at a place designated 
by them in their commuication to the 
sheriff’s department, and there they 
were when the officer came up, and 
they immediately surrendered and re­ 
turned to Sunset, where they, in com­ 
pany of their attorney, Mr. Ford, 
boarded a freight train and came to 
Decatur. 
They made bonds of $4000 
each and were released from custody, 
and that evening they returned to 
their home near Park Springs. 
The Huddlestons are about 20 and 
28 years old. 
While here Saturday, 
they stated that they had had some 


exciting experiences with the officers 
of the law since they became fugitives, 
and they seemed to enjoy the humor 
attached to one particular occasion, 
when officers in an automobile came 
sailing down the road in their com­ 
munity awd, meeting the boys in the 
road, asked them where the Huddle­ 
ston home was. The boys directed 
the officers and, as the minions of the 
law were stealthily making a charge 
on the house, the Huddlestons went 
nto the brush and watched the work, 
upon another occasion, some twenty 
officers and deputies surrounded the 
iuddleston home and waited for the 
the boys wanted to return home, while 
the fugitives were in the house all the 
tune. 
This was on last Friday night 
w en the rain was coming down in 
sheets. 
They also claim that while 
being hunted by the law they have 
succeeded in picking 33,00 pounds of 
cotton in the neighborhood, the pay 
for which will go toward defrayifcg 
the expense of the trial.
